not in military or naval service. Any 
soldier or sailor may be naturalized 
at once without waiting the ninety 
days required of other people, and 
in any court that is convenient to 
the camp where he is located, or, if 
he be in service in a foreign coun- 
try, citizenship may be granted to 
him while he is in such service. The 
act also provides that the time of 
service shall be counted as time of 
residence in the United States and 
that proofl of service or honorable 
discharge shall be token as evidence 
of the qualifications for citizenship 
and of the requisite devotion to the 
government of this country.

was raised last November to take 
care of tho expenditures of the city 
until November, 1918. In fact, the 
city at tho present time is without 
funds and its financial condition is

constitutional limitation. 
The city 


at the pre»ent time has no money by 
which it con pay the salaries of its 
officers, its necessary 
street work 


and labor, school teachers' salaries, 
wages of .the men employed in the 
operation cf the water works plant 
belonging to the city and fov the 
necessary supplies, such as wood n:'d 
coal, purchased for the proper main- 
tenance of its public operations and 
function?. 
Having reached its con- 


stitutional limit, the banks refuse 
to loan ar.y money to the city j.ur 
any purpose outside of the payment 
of "teachers' salaries until the end 
oc the school year 
in June, 1918. 


The method pursued by the banks in 
taking care of the teachers' salaries 
is to obtain an assignment from the 
teachers directly to the banks. This
